All proposed reductions in the 
.*ppropriations recommended by 
Governor Lehman, were opposed 
in a resolution adopted at a meet- 
,ng of the local shirt workers 
union Monday evening. 
A copy of the resolution was 
sent to Senate Majority Leader 
Hanley, Governor Lehman, 
and 
Assembly Speaker Oswald Heck 
and the chairman of the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee. Ab­ 
bott L ow Moffat. 
P oints stressed in th e resolu­ 
tion were in affect that organized 
labor in the state “is determined 
to safeguard the health, well-being 
and security of the people” and 
labor u n its therefore oppose cur­ 
tailm ent of sums to be s e t aside 
for such purposes. 
Labor, public welfare, health, 
mental hygiene and state aid for 
education, would suffer through 
budget cuts, the resolution points 
out. and it opposed also reduc­

The resolution concludes that 
•tax atio n to meet the necessary 
costs of government must come 
from those best able to pay and 
not from the average consumers, 
wage earners, small business men, 
or small home owners.” It was 
signed by James Geary, president 
of local 186.
